Burns’ j/oem« , Whittier began to 
scribble rhymes /f his own on his slate 
at school and in th» * evening about the 
fa mily hearth.

I wish to g o uway To school. 
I do not wish to be a fool. 
With practice he began to 1»o bolder, 
and la* wrote copies of verses on every­ 
day events, and also little ballads. 
One 
of these, written when he was 17, his 
eldest sister liked so well that she sent 
it to the weekly paper 
of Newhuryport, 
The Five Press, then recently started 1»}’ 
W illiam Lloyd Garrison. 
She did this 
w ithout telling 1 * r b rother, and no one 
was more surprised 
than he when he 
opened tin* paper and found 
his own 
verses in “ The Poets’ ( V.rner. ’’ 
He was 
aiding his father t*> mend a stone wall 
b y the roadside as the postm an passed 
on horseb ack and tossed the paper to 
the young man. “ His heart stood still a 
moment when he saw his ow n verses,” 
says a b iographer. “ Much » ielight as his 
comes only one** in the lifetim e of any 
aspirant to literary fame. 
H is father at 
last called 0) him to put up the paper 
and keep at work. ” 


1 he editor of 1 lie Free Press w as only 
three years older than th** poet, although 
far more m ature. 
He <i:d in*» re for the 
young m an than merely print, these b oy­ 
ish verses, for Is* w ent to W hittie r’s 
father and urged the m od of giving the 
youth a little b etter education. 
To do 
this was not possib le then, b ut two 
years later, w hen W hittier was 19 , an 
academy started at H averhill, and here 
he attended, even w riting a few stanzas 
to b e sung at the opening exercises. 
H * 
studied at H averhill for tw o terms, and 
b y m aking siipp» *rs, b y keeping b ooks 
and b y teaching school he earned thf 
little money needed to pay his way. At 
H averhill he was ab le t*> read the works 
of m any authors hitherto unknow n to 
him , and he also w rote for the local pa 
pers m uch ‘prose and verse.— Professor 
Brander M atthew s in 8 t.

w ith a gla nd. Then the opinion wa s a d­ 
v a nced tha t this m ight be a wea pon a l­ 
lied to the poisonous a rmory of sna kes, 
scorpions a nd Iw s, a ll of w hich possess 
a sort of hypodermic poison syringe. 
Though one set of observers a sserted 
tha t this wa s the ca se, a nother set denied 
it, a nd so Dr. Stua rt determined, if pos­ 
sible, to solv e this question. He received 
¡two independent a ccounts, w hich coin- 
ieided perfectly, a nd from them he con­ 
cludes tha t a t certa in sea sons, a t a ll 
ev ents, the secretion is v irulently poi-
